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Kissinger Talks Continue 
Israel Shows No Sign 
Of Yielding to Syria 


JERUSALEM (AP) - The 
Israeli government showed no 
signs of yielding to Syrian 
demands today as it went into 
another 
round 
of 
troop 
disengagem ent 
talks 
with 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
A governm ent spokesm an 
said a cabinet session Sunday 
produced no decisions on the 
next move. 
“We are still at the beginning 
of this whole negotiation,” said 
one Israeli official. “It is all 
fluid and nothing has crystal­ 
lized.” 
Health Minister Victor Shern- 
tov told newsmen the cabinet 
would meet again today after 
its leaders talk further with 
Kissinger. 
P e rh a p s 
the 
toughest 
decision facing the Israelis was 
whether to modify their initial 
refusal to give up some of the 


territory they seized from Syria 
in the 1967 war. 
Israel has already signalled 
willingness to give up the terri­ 
tory it captured from Syria last 
October. But the Syrians are 
demanding that the Israelis re­ 
treat behind that line to give up 
the devastated town of Ku- 
neitra and strategic mountain 
areas dotted by Israeli settle­ 
ments established since 1967. 
Premier Golda Meir warned 
in a speech Sunday night that 
Israel wuld depend less on Kis­ 
singer's diplomacy than on its 
own “fight for survival.” 
“ If the A rabs, and our 
friends, think we want peace so 
much that we don’t have the 
■confidence to fight,” she said, 
“ there will be no limit to their 
demands.” 
After meeting with Syrian 
leaders Satu rday, Kissinger 
talked for three hours with Is­ 


raeli leaders Sunday, then flew 
to Amman, Jordan, for a three- 
hour meeting with King Hus­ 
sein. They reportedly discussed 
Jordanian hopes for an Israeli 
withdrawal from the West Bank 
of the Jordan River, increased 
U.S. economic and military aid, 
the Geneva peace talks and the 
Palestinian issue in general. 
After his return to Israel to­ 
day, Kissinger was to shuttle 
back to Damascus tonight or 
Tuesday.

officials 
reported over the weekend that 
they had persuaded Syria to de­ 
crease the level of fighting on 
the Golan Heights, the Israeli 
military command reported the 


artillery exchanges Sunday 
were “as heavy as any other 
day” in the past week.

Faces Runoff In 2 Weeks 
Socialist Leads 12 
In French Election

Francois Mitterrand will face

Since the heavy turnout of 25 
million voters gave no candi­ 
date a majority, a runoff must 
tie held between the two high 
men in two weeks. But the vot­ 
ers dealt a shattering blow to 
the Gaullist Party, which domi­ 
nated French politics for more 
than a decade under Presidents 
Charles de Gaulle and Georges 
Pompidou 
The official Gaullist candi­ 
date, former Prem ier Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas, polled only 3,- 
693,168 votes, or 14.64 per cent, 
in w hat was billed as a primary 
against Giscard d’Estaing, the 
leader of the junior party in the 
Gaullist coalition 
The consensus of politicians 
and newspapers was that the 
major shakeup in the political 
pattern made the outcome of 


the runott unpredictable, with 
the result likely to be a photo 
finish 
The big question mark was 
how many of the 14 per cent 
who supported Chaban-Delmas 
after a campaign marked by 
personal bitterness toward Gis­ 
card d'Estaing would switch 
their votes to the 49-year-old fi­ 
nance minister. 
Conceding his defeat. Cha­ 
ban-D elm as m aintained his 
resolute opposition to the So­ 
cialist-Communist 
union 
but 
avoided naming either Mitter­ 
rand or Giscard d'Estaing. 
Gaullist party leaders were 
meeting today to decide their 
tactics. Should large numbers 
of hard-line Gaullists stay home 
on May 19, Mitterrand could 
squeeze through to victory. 
Gaston Defferre. the Socialist 
mayor of Marseille who is ex­ 
pected to be premier if Mitter­ 
rand w ins. admitted that not all 
the left wing had turned out to 
back its standard bearer Sun­ 
day. It has been suggested that 
some Socialists were wary of 
the link with the Communist 
party, which is expected to give 
the Communists a third of the 
cabinet posts if Mitterrand is 
elected.

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Black Representation In Army 
Is Expected to Increase to 25% 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
Army 
officials 
predict 
that 
black 
representation 
in 
the 
ranks may rise to 25 per cent 
over the long term 
This would be about 5 per 
cent higher than the current 
level and roughly double the 
percentage of young blacks in 
the general US. population 
April recruitm ent figures 
have not yet been published, 
but black enlistments in the 
Arm y reportedly rose last 
month after levelling off in 
January through March 
| 
Army m anpower officials 
said they were unable to ex­ 
plain,, the increase, but it ap­ 
peared the unsettled economic 
situation might be a factor 
While insisting they never 
will impose any racial quotas, 
officials are concerned about 
achieving what they call a 
“ representative Army.” 
Secretary of the Army How­ 
ard H Callaway said recently 
that “ if it were perceived by the 
American public that the Army 
was a place only where blacks 
really belong and we got into 
this kind of position. I think it 
would not be a representative 
arm y. 
“There is always the question 
... that it would not be fair in 
times of combat for blacks to 
give more than their share o f ... 
the danger and the suffering,” 
Callaway said. 
This suggests the Army still 
is sensitive because of allega­ 
tions. denied at the time, that 
blacks 
took 
disproportionate 
casualties in the Vietnam war. 
At the sam e time. Army offi­ 
cials indicate they are pleased 
with the quality of blacks in 
their units. One general noted 
that the Arm y’s crack 82nd Air­ 
borne Division is 26 per cent 
black. 
The Army has been the focus 
of attention for those trying to 
gauge progress under the all­ 
volunteer concept, because the 
Army was the most draft-de­ 
pendent of the armed forces be­ 
fore the selective service law 
died about 10 months ago. 
There is no w ord yet on how 
black recruitment went in the 
Marines, the Navy and Air 
Force in April 
However, the Marine Corps 
reported that just under 21 per 
cent of its recruits were black 
in the nine months since the

SAIGON (AP) - The South 
Vietnamese command reported 
more fighting along the Cam ­ 
bodian border about 50 miles 
west of Saigon on Sunday and 
claimed its forces killed 103 
North Vietnamese. 
The command said govern­ 
ment losses w ere one killed and 
17 wounded in fighting around 
Moc Hoa, aprovincial capital, 
and Kien Binh and Tuyen Binh. 
Military sources said South 
V ietnam ese 
bom bers 
flew 
heavy strikes in support of the 
infantrymen, and one F5a jet 
crashed on the border 35 miles 
northwest of Saigon, killing the 
pilot The sources did not know 
the cause of the crash. 
In Cambodia, Khmer Rouge 
insurgents drove government 
forces from three more posi­ 
tions along Highway 4, the main 
highway from Phnom Penh to 
the coast. The insurgents have 
blocked the road since January, 
and m ilitary ob servers 
in 
Phnom Penh said they now 
appear to be planning to take 
control of two thirds of the 90- 
mile route. 
Government troops on Satur­ 
day abandoned two other posi­ 
tions on Highway 4 midway be­ 
tween Kompong Som, Cam ­ 
bodia’s chief port, and Phnom 
Penh, the command reported 
At besieged Longvek, 25 
miles north of Phnom Penh, 
government troops backed by 
arm ored vehicles retook a 
training center and inflicted 
heavy casualties on the Khmer 
Rouge, the command reported 
An estimated 40,000 persons 
including 12,000 children are 
trapped in Longvek, which has 
been under rebel siege for 
nearly two months. U.S. Cl30s 
are parachuting supplies in to 
the garrison daily.

(AP) - At­ 
torneys for William L. Calley 
Jr. plan to ask a federal court 
today to allow their client con­ 
tinued freedom under bond, a 
status being challenged by the 
government. 
Government attorneys have 
asked the court to revoke Cal- 
ley’s bail on grounds it is un­ 
precedented for a military pris­ 
oner to be granted bail. 
U.S. District Court Judge J. 
Robert Elliott freed the 30- 
yea rold former officer Feb. 27 
on personal recognizance in 
lieu of $1,000 bond. 
Elliott said that in 1969 a Su­ 
preme Court Justice freed on 
bond ArmyCapt. Howard Levy, 
who like Calley had been con­ 
victed by court-martial and ex­ 
hausted military appeals. Levy 
was convicted for refusing to 
train Green Berets and medics. 
The Army dismissed Calley 
on Saturday after releasing a 
statement from President Nix­ 
on saying he had decided upon 
review of the case not to reduce 
( alley’s sentence further. 
“ I have reviewed the record 
of the United States vs. Calley 
and have decided that no fur­ 
ther action by me in this case is 
n ecessary or ap p ro p riate,” 
Nixon said. 
N ixon’s 
decision 
upheld 


Army Secretary Howard H. 
Callaway’s April 16 reduction of 
Calley’s sentence from 20 to 10 
years. 
One of the former lieuten­ 
ant’s 
attorneys, J. 
Houston 
Gordon of Covington, Tenn., 
said he was “ deeply disap­ 
pointed in the P resid en t’s 
action.” 
Calley had been under house 
arrest since his March 1971 
conviction for murdering at 
least 22 Vietnamese civilians at 
My Lai. Testimony at his court- 
martial showed hundreds of ci­ 
vilians died as Calley’s platoon 
swept through the hamlet on 
March 16. 1968. 
In granting Calley temporary' 
freedom. Elliott said he pre­ 
sented no threat to himself or 
society. Elliott also said Calley 
had been a model prisoner. 
Calley originally had' been 
sentenced 
to 
life, but 
five 
months after his conviction, the 
3rd Army commander at Ft. 
McPherson. Ga., reduced that 
to 20 years. Callaway then re­ 
duced the sentence to 10 years. 
Callaway’s action made Cal­ 
ley eligible for parole in a few 
months — depending on wheth­ 
er the time he has been out 
since February counts toward 
the sentence.

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SSI Starts Slow, Has Problems

Breakthrough In Coal Use 
How are business, environmental, energy and 
research interests working together to solve 
mutual problems? 
une way was unveiled at Parm a this week 
when a new air pollution control system utilized 
by the General Motors plant was introduced to 
the public. 
IN OPERATION at the factory since Feb. 28. 
the system removes 90 per cent of the sulphur 
dioxide produced by the burning of coal with a 
high sulphur content 
A company spokesman said: “The most im­ 
portant aspect of this project is that it helps 
pioneer a way to allow us to use this nation’s only 
plentiful energy source — coal — in a manner 
which preserves the cleanliness of the en- 
vironmet." 
That’s true. And GM reports it is willing to 
share the technology "with all industries and all 
electric utilities because it is important that coal 
be used to fire industrial boilers and run electric 
generators ” 
Thus, research has provided a wav for 


WASHINGTON - A massive 
federal program designed to 
help elderly and disabled 
Americans has gotten off to a 
slow start and is developing 
new problems faster than old 
ones can be solved.

DESPIE ALL the problems, 
however, the SSI program has 
its 
pluses. 
Hundreds 
of 
thousands of persons who would 
otherwise get no economic aid 
are getting it under SSI. 
Millions more are expected to 
qualify for limited assistance in 
The Truth, the Hole Truth. 


Cold Shoulder Puzzles Ford 


One of the abuses in Washington that should be 
corrected in the aftermath of Watergate is the 
changing of the attitudes of the White House 
palace guard. 
The subject was recalled to mind by the recent 
news article reporting that Vice President Ger­ 
ald Ford has been perplexed in recent weeks by 
the cold shoulder being turned to him by some 
Nixon aides. They apparently feel he is attempt­ 
ing to undercut the President. 
WE DON’T BLAME Mr. Ford for being puz­ 
zled. As a result of the Watergate scandal the 
White House staff has undergone an almost 
complete turnover, at least in the upper eche­ 
lons, yet the present aides are displaying some of 
the traits shown by their predecessors. 
And. for whatever it’s worth, the operation of 
the White House staff in the Haldeman - Ehrlich- 
man - Dean era created the atmosphere from 
which sprung the disaster of Watergate. 
Some of the problems which emanate from the 
White House no doubt have been caused by the 
personality of President Nixon. He has been de­ 
scribed repeatedly as a “very private person" 
who prefers to wrestle with the major affairs of 
state himself while leaving the day-by-day de­ 
tails of running the office to his assistants. 
Those "day-by-day details” as they evolved in 
the last year of his first term produced some of 
the zaniest and reprehensible goings-on in the 
history of the country, as the indictments of nu­ 
merous White House aides and the continuing 
inquiry into the possible impeachment of Presi­ 
dent Nixon attest. 
W atergate aside, however, there has been a 
growing tendency for the White House to gather 
more and more power into itself with a subse­ 
quent lessening of the effectiveness of the var­ 
ious departments and the secretaries which head 
them. 
Mr. Nixon may have carried that trend to new 


heights, but he by no means invented it. It was 
very much present in several previous adminis­ 
trations. 
Onlv history can d e c id e h o w many of Mr. 
Nixon’s mis taxes have been strictly of his own 
doing and how many have resulted from his 
being victimized by aides in whom he placed too 
much trust. 
Either way, the system itself has produced 
much of the trouble and it is a system that should 
be changed — hopefully by the present adminis­ 
tration in the time remaining to it but certainly 
in subsequent ones. 
AN OVERSIMPLIFIED solution to the prob­ 
lem might be drastic cuts in the size of the White 
House staff, which has become far too large. 
With White House aides working, in many cases, 
on the same projects which occupy their coun­ 
terparts in the Departments of State, Defense, 
Treasury and other governmental units, there is 
a duplication of effort that is confusing, costly 
and contains the seeds of dissension and ineffi­ 
ciency. 
As far as Mr. Ford is concerned, he feels cer­ 
tain he has the confidence of Mr. Nixon, he de­ 
clares he is trying to keep the President abreast 
of everything he is doing and saying, and he is 
completely befuddled by the sniping of White 
House aides. 
Loyalties are great and admirable, but w e 
wonder if the dissident White House staffers are 
as sincerely concerned by President Nixon’s 
plight as they are about protecting their own 
positions in the empire which seems tightly en­ 
trenched around the White House 
the names and the faces change.

Paper Bind to Get Worse 


v onsumers are getting used 
to being left holding the bag 
The trouble is that now even 
bags are in short supply. 
Grocery stores around the 
country are asking customers 
to bring their own bags Some 
are offering two cents or 
trading stamps for each one 
Not only is there a scarcity of 
bags, but paper products of all 
kinds, napkins, tissues, toilet 
tissue and towels, are ire 
quently conspicuous by their 
absence from superm arket 
shelves 
THERE ARE 
ail kinds ot 
reasons for the paper shortage, 
but basically the explanation is 
a simple one says Food Mar­ 
keter magazine 
demand ex­ 
ceeds supply. 
In 1973, the paper industry 
produced 2 7 per cent more pa­ 
per than in 1972 In the 10 years 
before that, however, produc 
tion increased 4.6 per cent an­ 
nually. 
There are two reasons tor the 
production slowdown. First, a 
ihortage of natural resources; 
second, minimal profits in the 
paper industry which prohibit 
the expansion required to meet 


present aemands 
Canadian pulpwood produ­ 
cers increased their prices in 
1973 and plan two inure in­ 
creases this year The pulp pro­ 
ducers blame the price in­ 
creases on dwindling forest 
supplies and labor and trans­ 
port problems. 
Then th ere’s the energy 
crunch 
Several paper mills 
have been forced to shorten 
working hours and workdays to 
conserve natural gas. Some 
have closed operations perma­ 
nently. 
R VSlt CHEMICALS, 
such 
as chlorine for cooking wood 
pulp, are in short supply. In 
addition, installation of pollu­ 
tion equipment to comply with 
new government laws has 
pushed up operating expenses 
Another reason the bottom

the next few years. 
In addition, many persons 
who have enrolled for SSI 
benefits have discovered they 
also qualify for other aid 
programs as well. 
SSI is the only major welfare 
reform 
the 
Nixon 
Administration has been able to 
push through the Democratic- 
controlled Congress in its six 
years in power. 
It replaces the hodge-podge 
of state programs for the low- 
income elderly, blind and 
disabled 
under 
a 
federal 
program 
providing 
for 
minimum monthly payments to 
fully qualified persons. 
IN MANY southern states the 
federal payment is higher than 
what those states offered their 
elderly and disabled. In other 
wealthier states, the federal aid 
is supplimented by additional 
state benefits. 
Fully qualified individuals 
can get a gold-colored check for 
$140 per month from the federal 
government under SSI. Couples 
may qualify for as much as $210 
per month. 
SSI is administered by a 
special bureau within the Social 
Security Administration where 
officials are quick to admit that 
the program has had a rocky 
start. 
“There were many errors in 
state data that we had not 
expected,” 
said 
an 
SSI 
spokesman. 
"E very 
error 
required a lot of work.” 
SSI’s first priority was to take 
over existing state rolls on 
benefit recipients. That totaled 
about 
3 
million 
persons. 
Because SSI standards to 
qualify for benefits are lower 
than many state standards, 
millions of other citizens are 
expected to qualify for at least 
some aid under the new 
program. 
Some 1.5 million new claims 
have been filed for SSI benefits 
through local Social Security 
offices, but only 350,000 have 
been plugged into the system so 
far. 
"NEW CLAIMS are coming 
in rather slowly,” an SSI of­ 
ficial admitted. “Many people 
are eligible for relatively small 
amounts and saw no reason to 
file until the first of the year 
when the program actually 
started.” 
SSI officials had predicted 
that some 4.8 million persons 
would be receiving benefits by 
the end of June, but they are not 


optimistic about reaching that 
goal now. 
It is estimated that 6.2 million 
Americans qualify for some SSI 
aid and early projections were 
to have them all signed up in 
three years. The federal cost of 
the program during fiscal year 
1975 is put at $3.9 billion. 
, 
Alerting the m illions of 
Americans who may qualify for 
benefits and getting them to 
visit their local Social Security 
office has been a 
m ajor 
stum bling block to finding 
recipients. 
A test notice mailed to Social 
Security recipients who are 
also likely candidates for SSI 
benefits was “a disaster,” one 
SSI official adm itted. The 
notice simply confused people. 
Program officials are hopiftg 
the Administration will ap­ 
prove funds to finance a strong 
radio advertising campaign. 
A PROGRAM called “SSI 
Alert” directed by the Office of 
Aging has also had mixed 
results. 
“Some states 
have 
refused funds for SSI Alert 
because they did not want to be 
associated with the program,” 
said Ms. Deborah Kilmer, a 
staff member on the Senate 
Special Committee on Aging. 
The 3.5 million persons noW 
getting SSI checks have been 
understandably confused by the 
constantly changing amount of 
their payment. SSI sent out its 
first check for January hours 
before Congress approved a 
boost in benefits. 
February’s check reflected 
the new benefit rate plus an 
extra amount to make up for 
January’s underpayment. In 
March the checks declined to 
the new rate. 
April checks had to be ad­ 
justed downward for many 
recipients 
because 
they 
received a Social Security 
increase which lessens their 
SSI entitlement- 
In addition to the constant 
paym ent adjustm ents, SSI 
com puters 
are 
working 
overtime to add newly certified 
recipients to the rolls and 
keeping up with the constantly 
changing 
addresses 
of 
thousands of beneficiaries. 
The General Accounting 
Office issued a report this 
month 
in which it 
recom­ 
mended t*iat the Social Security 
Administration make plans to 
modernize its $60 
million 
computer system to permit 
faster processing.

Annie Dillard lives by a 
stream in the Roanoke Valley 
of Virginia. Toward the end of 
her book she writes about 
muskrats. Those few pages in 
themselves are a textbook for 
writers. At another point she 
writes about the flood that 
followed H urricane Agnes. 
Because she had learned to look 
intently,

WASHINGTON (NEA) - 
Celebrations may be prema­ 
ture in the White House and 
other quarters over the acquit­ 
tal in New York of former cabi­ 
net officers John Mitchell and 
Maurice Stans on charges re­ 
lated to the Robert Vesco “in­ 
fluence” case. 
President Nixon’s spokesmen 
and some analysts here are 
suggesting that because former 
Wfhite House counsel John 
Dean, admitted perjurer, was 
not believed by jurors in New 
York, it automatically w eakens 
the prosecution’s cases against 
Mitchell and other Nixon offi­ 
cials in the forthcoming Water­ 
gate trials — and perhaps di­ 
minishes impeachment pros­ 
pects for the President. 
MATTERS ARK 
not that 
simple. In the Watergate affair 
and related undertakings, two 
blatant crimes were commit­ 
ted: the burglary in June 1972, 
of the Democratic party head­ 
quarters and an earlier break- 
in at the California office of the 
psychiatrist of Daniel Ellsberg, 
who leaked the Pentagon 
papers in 1971. 
In the W'atergate burglary, 
trial already has been held and 
seven men convicted of direct 
or indirect participation Trial 
of others in the Ellsberg break- 
ins begins shortly in California. 
The Watergate trials center 
on these hard events, on what 
know ledge various White House 
officials had of them, what if 
anything their role in them was. 
what if anything they did to try 
to cover up the White House 
connection with these estab­ 
lished crimes. 
IN THE VESCO matter, the 
real core of the case was the 
government’s allegation that 
investment man Vesco paid 
$200,000 into Mr. Nixon’s 1972 
campaign fund in return for ef­ 
forts by the accused to impede 
a Securities and Exchange 
Commission inquiry into his fi­ 
nancial affairs. 
But, whatever Dean, SEC 
counsel Bradford Cook (anoth­ 
er adm itted perjurer) and 
others said about meetings and 
telephone calls involving Stans 
and Mitchell and the Vesco 
case, the fact is that the SEC 
case was NOT impeded, that he 
himself had to respond to a sub­ 
poena, that he refused to testify 
under invocation of the Fifth 
and 
other 
constitutional 


amendments, that he later fled 
the country, that he is under in­ 
dictment and could not set foot 
on American shores free of 
charges. 
Thus, at its heart, the govem- 
rtfmt’s case in New York failed, 
here was no “hard event.” 
»Aoiracy charges against 
'lutond Stans take on po­ 
tent m eAing only if something 
happenea. But it did not. As one 
experienced lawyer here told 
me: “Juries do not like to put 
people in jail simply for think­ 
ing about something.” 
NOR DO 
perjury charges 
have the same force when they 
are not clearly connected with 
an established offense. Lying 
may not be admirable, yet —- 
despite the “sworn oath” proc­ 
ess — it is less important in a 
courtroom than many imagine 
when it is not associated with a 
proven larger breach of the 
law. 
This reality is not wiped out 
by comments from some New 
York jurors that they dealt first 
with the perjury counts against 
the defendants. These counts 
had to seem less impressive to 
jurors who never were given 
convincing evidence that the al­ 
leged lies covered a real ob­ 
struction of justice 
That some New York jurors 
say they didn’t believe Dean 
may not be crucial, either. The 
judge had warned them his 
testimony as an admitted per­ 
jurer was open to question. At 
least two jurors suggest Dean’s 
impact was not great 
FURTHERMORE, 
his role 
in the coming Watergate trials 
will not be the same The Wa­ 
tergate prosecutors will 
be 
offering coroborative docu- 
• m entary evidence w herever 
they can. They are, of course, 
still seeking more. 
Dean’s place in the Vesco 
matter was tangential In Wa­ 
tergate is it central He was in 
the thick of conversations in­ 
volving many others, some of 
whom have not “bought immu­ 
nity” but have pleaded guilty. 
And these men were talking 
about real events 
burglary, 
break-in, and attempted cover- 
up 
It may be a bit early for Mr. 
Nixon and such indicted aides 
as H. K. Haldeman and John 
Fhrliehman to break out the

"H istory knocks out cold the 
contention of fashion designers 
having imagination, and a c ­ 
cuses them of stealing indis­ 
crim inately from the near and 
distant past,” she said, and 
added: “One thing is sure: the 
ideal of fashion is a kind of h er­ 
m aphrodite something between 
a m an and a wom an ... an 
anarchy of dress which is a real 
reflection of a m ore general 
crisis in bur tim e.” 


Talking of “ crisis,” Mrs. Liza 
also pointed out the elem ent of 
political bias that creeps into 
clothing, and asked, “ Indeed, 
are there not those who have a 
passion for red, or for com bina­ 
tions of red, white and blue0”

is that I'm sick of the whole 
thing.” says an unsuccessful 
candidate for the Berkeley Cltv 
Council last year on a radical 
coalition slate. “ P o litically , 
they make no sense at all.

The paranoia seem s to run

Soon after the kidnaping, po­ 
lice raided a Black Panther 
headquarters in nearby Oak­ 
land. arresting 15 people but fil­ 
ing no charge. It made many 
radicals believe that the Hearst 
and Foster cases have given 
authorities an excuse to go 
after the newer community o r­ 
ganisations. 
“ It's not good having 150 FBI 
men in Berkeley,” says a wom­ 
an active in consumer and 
w om en’s 
groups. 
“ W hile 
they’re here, they might just 
decide to branch out into other 
things.’’ 
R am parts Magazine, one of 
the best selling leftist publica­ 
tions, devoted eight pages in its 
May issue to a denunciation of 
the SLA, which it said had 
created "sym pathy for the rul­ 
ing class, credibility for the po­ 
lice and paranoia for the radi­ 
cal m ovem ent.” 
N early everyone involved 
with the left mentiohs reports 
that Donald DeFreeze, who has 
been id entified as G eneral 
Field M arshal Cinque of the 
SLA. served as a police agent. 
Authorities deny that. 
One of the recurring themes 
among radicals is what they see 
as the lack of solid, leftwing 
cre d e n tia ls 
am ong 
SLA 
members. 
They note that as recently as 
1970. DeFreeze was essentially 
an apolitical product of the 
prison system. And Berkeley 
activists say the people who 
have been linked by authorities 
to the SLA had little to do with 
the radical community there. 
One woman noted that she 
had been in a wom an's group 
with Michelle “ Mizmoon’ Sol- 
tysik, who has been identified 
by the FBI as one of the p ar­ 
ticipants in the SLA bank rob­ 
bery in San Francisco in which 
Miss Hearst took part. 
” 1 liked her really, although I 
didn’t agree with her all the 
tim e,” says the woman, who 
asked that her nam e not be 
used 
“But she Wasn’t really 
political in the sense of looking 
at the whole society. She was 
into the woman’s movement 
and community things like food 
co-ops.

Swee­ 
ney. or T aft—who bear no rela­ 
tion to successful counterparts 
w ho 
p re c ed ed 
th e m —from 
plunging into a political race 
without prior experience. 
“All they needed to do is col­ 
lect the required 1,000 signa­ 
tures.” Celeste said. Under his 
bill, they would have to pay for 
having biographies included in 


a voter s pamphlet circulated 
by the secretary of state’s of­ 
fice. 
It would cost $150 apiece in a 
statewide race, and $50 if they 
ran for the Ohio Senate or 
House. That fee would be in a d ­ 
dition to the normal filing cost. 
Aside from the money, Ce­ 
leste said the bill would have 
the effect of requiring political 
novices to announce to the elec­ 
torate that they had no prior 
experience. If a candidate did 
not provide the information, the 
fact would be so noted in the 
pamphlet, he said. 
Brown, who said he could 
support the Celeste proposal 
“with some am endm ents and 
modifications,” agreed that it 
should discourage those who 
would seek to take advantage of 
their names. “ It would keep 
them from filing, and then go­ 
ing into a closet.” Brown said. 
Brow n said in addition to the 
provisions in the Celeste bill, he 
would like an am endm ent that 
would require the use of a c a n ­ 
didate's full name, including 
the middle nam e and no nick­ 
names. and another to require 


that the deadline for providing 
the biographical information be 
the sam e as petition filing. 
The secretary said he prob­ 
ably would oppose a require­ 
ment that the candidate’s pic­ 
ture appear 
in 
the 
folder. 
“You’d have ethnic groups and 
others claiming we were trying 
to promote discrimination of 
some sort,” he said. 
William O'Neill, a youthful 
Columbus public relations man 
running against Celeste in the 
prim ary—along with A.William 
Sweeney of Cincinnati and J.W . 
Brown of Columbus—said he 
supports the Celeste bill “ ex­ 
cept for one provision." 
He said he is against letting 
major

publish

“That would be irresponsible.”

F ace Gun Proposal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Ohio lawmakers will be asked 
to consider a new approach to 
gun control legislation when 
they return after Tuesday’s pri­ 
mary election. 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, said he 
will propose that the entire 
problem of handgun crim e be 
turned over to a special, blue 
ribbon committee. 
Wilkowski said he saw little 
chance 
that 
the 
G eneral 
Assembly 
will approve 
any 
kind of gun control legislation 
this year, although a measure 
outlawing cheap pistols known 
as “Saturday Night Specials” is 
up for reconsideration by the 
House. 
First time out the bill by Rep. 
John 
A. 
G albraith. 
K-69 
Maumee, received 46 votes. 
Fifty were needed for passage 
in the 99-member House. 
Galbraith said he thought he 
could muster the four votes for 
passage in the lower chamber, 
but agreed with Wilkowski that 
the bill couldn't get through the 
Senate—at least, this year. 
Wilkowski said he will pro­ 
pose a com mittee of about 30 
m em bers, including the gover­ 
nor or his representative, the 
attorney general, county prose­ 
cutors and public m em bers 
The Toledo lawm aker said he 
would ask that the committee, 
“which should be freer of politi­ 
cal pressure than a legislative 
com m ittee.” come up with a 
draft of a proposal that would 
go before Ohio voters. 
The Toledo Dem ocrat said he 
is convinced that the majority 
of the people favor outlawing 
h an d e u n s. %but

e n ­ 


thusiasts and other gun control 
opponents have enough clout to 
keep legislation 
from being 
passed by the General A ssem ­ 
bly. 
Wilkowski predicted that "65 
per cent of the people would 
vote for controls in a statewide 
ballot.” 
Rep. Harry J. Lehman, D-16 
Shaker 
Heights, 
earlier 
in­ 
troduced 
a 
proposed con ­ 
stitutional resolution that would 
have outlawed all handguns. 
It was scrapped in committee 
in favor of Galbraith’s weaker 
m easure after a bombardment 
of opposition testim ony, mostly 
from m em bers of the National 
Rifle Association. 
Wilkowski said that in order 
to save time and increase the 
possibility that the committee 
could be named this year, he 
will offer his bill as an amend­ 
ment to the Galbraith measure 
when it com es up in the House. 
The am endm ent would delete 
all language proposing to out­ 
law “Saturday Night Specials,” 
he said. 
The judiciary chairm an said 
the proposal thus could bypass 
further 
emotionally 
charged 
committee sessions and, if ap­ 
proved. could be sent promptly 
to the Senate 
The legislature is expected to 
return for full working sessions 
May 14 and then adjourn som e­ 
time in June.

Moss Transit to Benefit 
From Our Energy Crisis 


COLUMBUS. Ohio »AP» - 
The energy crisis may bring a 
ray ot sunshine through the 
clouds for big city legislators 
w ho have tought for years to get 
the state actively involved in 
mass transit systems. 
The gasoline shortage, c a r 
pools and other developments 
growing out of the fuel shortage 
serve to strengthen their arg u ­ 
ments. And. at the sam e time, 
they make the argum ents ditfi- 
cult to refute. 
Sen. Anthony o.C alabrese. D- 
22 Cleveland, proposed years 
ago that the stale build a mono­ 
rail to serve the state's three 
largest cities He proposed put­ 
ting the monorail between lanes 
ot interstate 71 from Cleveland 
to Columbus. 
Law m akers then considered 
t he proposal impractical. Now 
some legislators *a> there is a 
real possibility ot rail passen­ 
ger serv ice connecting Cleve­ 
land. Columbus. Dayton and 
Cincinnati along existing tracks 
ol the Penn Central Railroad. 
Calabrese is eliairman of the 
L e g i s l a t i v e 
S e rv ice 
Com - 
mission Study Com mittee on 
Rapid Transit The com m ittee 
is talking vv itil A m trak officials 
to s e e 
it the service can be 
started 
The com m ittee hopes 
to have s(*ine cost figures in 
hand by mid-March 
Rep Patrick A Sweeney. IHi 
Cleveland, is asking the legisla­ 


ture to appropriate $5 million as 
start-up money for the project, 
mostly to upgrade the tracks. 
He predicts the state's share of 
any operating losses would be 
"only about S200.000" a year. 
An agreem ent with Amtrak 
would stipulate that the state 
would have to pay two-thirds of 
any operating losses the system 
might incur. There is a chance 
that tederal funds to assist in 
rebuilding the crossings could 
be made available, the LSC 
slatt said. It now is studying 
tederal legislation that might 
help get a grant. 
Aside trom the intercity pro­ 
posal. Sweeney and Calabrese 
also are pushing for funds to 
help transit system s within the 
cities. Aid would be contingent 
in part on building systems that 
connect to lines that lead to 
other cities 
Sweeney's bill also asks an 
additional $15 million for the 
state's new program of grants 
to local mass transit systems. 
The initial appropriation for the 
program this biennium - 1973- 
1975 was less than $3 million. 
Calabrese introduced a bill 
that seeks to provide county, 
regional and publicly owned 
mass transit systems with the 
op p o rtu n ity 
to 
gain 
funds 
needed to expand and improve 
service, increase ridership and 
lower lares His bill carries a 
price tag ot $40 million

Labels Rival’s 
Report Smear 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 1A P 1 - 
Ohio labor boss Frank W King 
today labeled a report presum­ 
ably circulated by a rival as a 
‘■50-page smear.' 
King, president of the Ohio 
AFL-OIO. met with reporters to 
respond publicly for the first 
time to a report that accused 
him of being unfit to lead the 
one million member organ­ 
ization 
W arren Smith. secretar> 
treasurer of the labor organ­ 
ization. has been identified as 
the person responsible for the 
report 
King said in a statement the 
report suggests "a sinister plot 
by a group of Democratic sena 
tors, supposedly led by me. 
whose sole purpose was to do 
the governor in.” 
"This is not true.” King said 
“If it were true. it would be 
very damaging to members of 
the Ohio AFL-CIO.“ 
The report. King said, further 
charges “ me with styming tax 
reform.” 
Said King “The exact oppo­ 
site is true We fought to get 
the best tax bill possible under 
the circumstances I fought for 
true tax reform.” 
Smith and King have been 


lighting for the union s lead­ 
ership. with a showdown ex­ 
pected in C leveland next month 
at 
the Ohio 
AFL-CIO 
con­ 
vention 
King reportedly is character­ 
ized as a frustrated politician 
and poor administrator con­ 
stantly at odds with Gov. John 
J Gilligan 
The report 
first was dis­ 
tributed to members of the un­ 
ion's executive board at a Co­ 
lumbus 
meeting 
The 
state 
president responded by calling 
it "a cowardly. McCarthyistic 
smear full of lies." but admit­ 
ted he hadn't read the entire 
report at that time. 
The report reportedly blames 
King for conflicts between the

The report said King refused 
to let union publications run ar­ 
ticles on the endorsement by 
the AFL-CIO executive board of 
state Rep Richard Celeste. D-5 
Cleveland, for the Democratic 
nomination for lieutenant gov­ 
ernor because Calabrese also is 
in the race. 
Hughes Gifts Supply Motive 
For Watergate Break-in 


NEW YORK (APi - Senate 
investigators believe the case 
of the two $50,000 Republican 
“campaign contributions" by 
billioniare Howard Hughes sup­ 
plies the missing motive for the 
Watergate break-in. the Wall 
Street Journal said today. 
The Journal said the investi­ 
gators 
contend 
that 
former 
Atty. Gen 
John N. Mitchell 
“ tampered with” a case in­ 
volving the Dunes Hotel of Las 
Vegas “and that fear of dis­ 
covery of the facts led to the 
Watergate break-in mission” in 
1972. Mitchell denies this. 
The Journal said that the 
money 
had 
been 
given 
by 
Hughes to Charles G. “Bebe” 
Rebozo, one of President Nix­ 
on's closest friends, soon after 
favorable government action 
on Hughes proposed purchase 
of the Dunes. Hughes never 
bought the hotel. 
The paper said that Senate 
investigators now believe that 
Mitchell was afraid Lawrence 
M . O’Brien, then the Democrat­ 
ic National chairman, knew 
about the Dunes case and the 
Hughes donation because he 


had been a public relations con­ 
sultant to the Hughes organ­ 
ization O'Brien says he was 
unaware of the transactions. 
Richard Danner, a Hughes 
executive, testified Friday in 
Los Angeles in a suit involving 
two factions of the Hughes or­ 
ganization that he gave Rebozo 
the $100,000 in 1970 in two in­ 
stallments of $50,000 each. But 
Danner said the money was to 
be used for Republican con­ 
gressional candidates, not Nix­ 
on's 1972 re-election campaign. 
The Journal said Danner and 
Mitchell met prior to the contri­ 
bution to discuss Hughes’ ac­ 
quisition of the Dunes and the 
antitrust aspects involved 
Asst. 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Richard 
McLaren, then head of the 
Justice Department's antitrust 
division, had already informed 
M itchell that the purchase 
would violate the government's 
merger guidelines, the paper 
said. 


The Journal said that soon 
after Danner’s meeting with 
Mitchell. Hughes got “a high- 
level go ahead.”

Drilling for Oil Risky Business? 
Not So Much As Firm's Ad States 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
Mobil Oil Co. claims in a n a­ 
tional television ad that drilling 
for oil is a risky business since 
only one in 60 wells pays off. 
But oil industry statistics in­ 
dicate results 36 times better. 
D a ta 
o b ta in ed 
from 
the 
A m erican Petroleum Institute 
and from several m ajor oil 
companies appears to dispute 
Mobil's figures. However, 
a 
spokesman for the oil company 
said Mobil would stand by the 
television spot. 
Sources within the Federal 
Trade Commission said that at 
one time an investigation of the 
Mobil ad had been suggested 
but said they did not know the 
current status of the m atter. An 
official spokesman for the FTC 
would not comment. 
The television ad is one of a 
num ber that were produced for 
m ajor oil companies during the 
worst 
stages of the energy 
crisis to try to explain fuel 
shortages and high prices. 
F ig u re s com piled by the 
Am erican Petroleum Institute 
show 
that ot all new 
wells 
drilled w orldw ide last year. 61.2 
per cent 
or three ot e v e n 
live 
was productive, a record

An executive ot Doyle Dane

drilled 33 wildcat 
wells in the t'm ted States last 


year and live, or 15 per cent, 
were productive. Worldwide, 
Standard's success rate was 
close to 17 per cent. 
In 1973. the Exxon Corp., the 
world’s largest oil company, 
drilled 161 wildcat wells and 23 
were com m ercial successes for 
a 14.3 per cent success rate. 
Mobil, the nation’s third larg­ 
est oil company, drilled 51 ex­ 
ploratory wells and nine ol 
them produced for 21.4 per cent 
or better than a one-in-five 
success rate.

vision ad. saying that both the 
CBS and NBC networks had a c ­ 
cepted it on the basis of an API 
publication that used the one-in 
no ligure.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 
like any advice you could give 
me. I have had diarrhea for 
eight years. I have gone 
through a series of tests off and 
on the past eight years. 
All my tests have been 
normal. But, I continue to have 
diarrhea every day. I am 56 
years old and have one son. I 
had a hysterectomy when I was 
36. Otherwise, I was in good 
health until 1 got diarrhea. 
Would appreciate any advice 
you could give me. 
Dear Header— Anyone who 
has persistent diarrhea must 
have a careful examination. 
There are many causes of this 
problem, including bacteria 
and 
problems 
such 
as 
amoebisis. 
When 
all 
of 
your 
examinations fail to show 
anything at all, you have to 
consider that the problem is 
related to stress. This too can 
be treated to some extent. 
Still another possibility is 
that the person may be one of 
those rare individuals who has 
absorption problems. These 
people often can be helped by 
changing their diet. Strictly for 
a testing procedure, here is 
what I recommend in that case. 
Eliminate from the diet all 
cereals except rice and corn 
and any foods made with any 
cereals except rice and corn. 
That means you will have to 
prepare your own meals. Lots 
of prepared foods contain flour, 
including some cold cuts, hot 
dogs and even commercial ice 
cream. 
Also, eliminate all milk and 
anything made from milk. 
Eliminatecoffee, tea, colas and 
chocolate. Limit your intake of 
fruit and fruit juices. 
This will leave you with 
primarily just fish, poultry, 
meats, vegetables, rice arid 
corn for your diet. If your

The milk producer's present 
chief executive, G eorge L.M eh- 
ren. is quoted as saying he cut 
off som e of P a rr's aid to Mills 
when M ehren took over lead­ 
ership of the co-op in early 1972.
